peanut farmer. Nobody 
around the world wants to 
buy our products," Exon 
said. 

Because there isn't 
enough grassland for graz¬ 
ing, land now used for grain 
production would have to be 
converted to range, Exon 
said. "There’s a common 
misconception that grass is 
free and we’ve got plenty of 
it. That’snot true,” he said. 

Exon said he and other 
governors will write a state¬ 
ment of opposition to 
Carter's plan at the Mid¬ 
western Governors' con¬ 


ference next month. 

Carter's comment, which 
came at the conclusion of a 
meeting concerning grain- 
price supports, appeared to 
widen the opposition be¬ 
tween the President and 
many Western lawmakers. 
Carter’s opposition to water 
projects, his endorsement 
of interstate coal-slurry 
pipelines that would use 
scarce Western water, and 
farm policies have been cri¬ 
ticized by many officials, in¬ 
cluding Colorado’s Gover¬ 
nor Dick Lamm. 

“If Carter establishes a 
farm policy that eliminates 


grain-fed cattle, you elimin¬ 
ate the feedlot industry,” 
said Evan Goulding, sLnte 
agriculture commissioner 
(Colorado). 

However, Goulding 
stressed that he doesn't be¬ 
lieve such a policy, which 
would mean an "economic 
drubbing' 1 for persons in 
agriculture, will materialize 
soon. 

"In order for the govern¬ 
ment to seriously impact the 
process, they would basi¬ 
cally have to take over 
American agriculture" tell¬ 
ing farmers when, where, 
what and how much to 


grow, Goulding said. So far, 
Carter has shown resistance 
to farm production controls, 
he added.

Cattle cycle to be repeated in 1980s

Even though the cattle 
liquidation cycle is about 
over and production is be¬ 
ginning to slow down, the 
cycle will repeat by the mid 
to late 1980s, Cattle-Fax 
General Manager Topper 
Thorpe told the first session 
of the 13th Kansas Live¬ 
stock Assn. Cattle Feeders 
Conference in Wichita July 
14. 

1 'There are new rules, but 
it is the same game of 
expansion and contractions 
with profits and losses,” 
Thorpe said. He- cited the 
lack of good moisture con¬ 
ditions as a possible nega¬ 
tive factor in the upward 
movement of the cattle 
cycle. 

Change meat import 
law, Senate urged 

U.S. Agriculture Secre¬ 
tary Bob Ber gland said the 
current U.S. meat import 
law is Ineffective, he be¬ 
lieves it should be changed 
and he is looking for al¬ 
ternatives. 

Berg land told a Senate 
finance subcommittee 
there is no relation to 
prices or supply and 
demand under the current 
law. 


Thorpe said cattle, pro¬ 
ducers are seeing the 
sharpest reduction in caltle 
herds since 1975. The 1976 
cow herd was 54.6 million 
head. By Jan. 1, 1978, the 
herd will be reduced to 50.5 
to 61 million head, Thorpe 
said. Thorpe said peT capita 
consumption of beef is de¬ 
clining, the result of less 
beef being produced, a 
measure of production not 
demand. 

In 1976, per capita beef 
consumption was 129 lb. In 
1977 it will be 122 to 123 lb., 
Thorpe predicted. By the 
ond of 1978, per capita 
consumption will be 118 lb., 


he said. "We can't afford to 
produce 129 lb. of beef. We 
must produce less for a 
profitable end," he said. 

However, economic ana¬ 
lyst Morgan Maxfield disa¬ 
greed. He said finished beef 
stocks are gathering in the 
warehouse and per capita 
consumption has leveled 
off. He thinks if producers 
can get consumers to buy 
more beef by March of 1978, 
cash cattle prices will be $45 
to $50 per cwt. But if the 
consumption rate declines, 
this will not happen, Max- 
field said. Thorpe said 
finished beef storage fi¬ 
gures are higher, blit these 


figures represent only a 
small portion of beef con¬ 
sumed. 

Cargill Senior Food and 
Feedgraiu Analyst Maurice 
Brannan forecast a 15 to 30 
cent bushel drop in corn 
prices. Surplus coarse grain 
supplies will cause lower 
prices, but the surplus can 
be wiped out fast if world 
crop conditions are poor, 
Brannan said. 

Brannan said high price 
supports for grain will nut 
help get rid of the stocks. He 
said U.S. agriculture policy 
should satisfy the needs of 
both the U.S. farmer and 
exporter.

Briefly, Section 208 calls 
for development of state 
and areawide Water Quality 
Management Programs de¬ 
signed to control nonpoint 
sources of pollution such as 
urban stormwater and agri¬ 
cultural runoff. Point source 
pollution such ns end-of- 
the-pipe discharges from 
sewago treatment plants 
and large feed lots now re¬ 
quire a discharge permit 
from the EPA. 

The governor designates 
a local government agency 
or regional organization to 
cariy out the pla nnin g 
process in geographic areas 
he may designate, such as a 
river basin. It wns pointed 
out that all agricultural 
lands, designated or not, 
are included in the planning 
process. 

"Probably the most posi¬ 
tive thing about this pro¬
